Passed by the North Caroling Consti- 
tutional Convention of 1878. 


The people of North Carouna in 
12 0 ibled do ordain, 


— 


of the Constitution be amended by 
adding the following words: 

Aud the children of the white race 
ahd the children of the colored race 
shall be taught in aie public 
schools, but there shall be no discrim- 
ination ma le in favor of, or to the 
prejudice of, either race.

ber, 1875. 


The people of North Carolina in 
Convention assembled do ordain, 
That the following be an additional 
section to Article two of the Consti- 
tution: 

SECTION—-. The members of the 
General Assembly for the term for 
which they have been elected, shall 
receive as un compensation for their 
services the sum of four dollars per 


a period not exceeding sixty days ; 
and should they remain longer in 
session, they shall serve without 
compensation. They shal! also be 
entitled to receive ten cents per mile 
both while coming to the seat of 
government aud while returning 
home, the said distance to be compu- 
ted by the nearest line or route of 
public travel. The compensation of 
the presiding oflieers of the two 
Houses shall be six dollars per day 
and mileage. 
Should an extra session of the 
General Assembly be called, the 
members aud presiding officers shall 
receive a like rate of com pensation for 
a period not exceeding twenty „ 
ad three times and ratified in 
open Couvention this 30th day of 
September, 1875. 


The people of North Carolina in 
Convention assembled do ordain, 
That section twenty-seven, of Article 
two, of the Constitution, be amended 
so as to read as follows: | 

SECTION —. The terms of office for 
Senators and members of the House 
of Representatives shall commence 
at the time of their election. 

Read three times and ratified in 
Gpen Convention, this 30th day of 
September, 1875. 


The people of North Carolina in 
Convention assembled do ordain, 
That section 29, of Article 2, of the 
Constitution, be amended so as to 
read as follows: 

SecTion —. The election for mem- 
bers of the General Assembly shall 
be held for the respective districts and 
counties, at the places where they are 
now held, or may be directed hereaf- 
ter to be held, iu such manner as 
may be prescribed by law, on the 
first Thursday in August, one thous- 
and eight hundred and seventy, and 
eyery two years thereafter.
